PLANTING DIRECTIONS FOR EVERGREENS 


Dig hole a foot larger and deeper than ball of earth on evergreen. Set tree 
a little lower than it stood in nursery, leaving the burlap around the ball of 
earth. Fill around ball with rich soil, pack firmly and fill hole with water. When 
settled, fill hole with soil, pack firmly, and leave top of ground covered with 
loose earth. Water well twice weekly.
